DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 7-10 and 13-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a liquid crystal display device and 
a projector comprising a combination of structural elements, more specifically: 

(a) An exit side polarizer spaced apart from the exit side cover and held in 
place by a structure to maintain consistent spacing such that heat generated in 
the exit side polarizer does not cause deterioration in image quality of the liquid 
crystal panel due to thermal expansion of the individual components, such 
deterioration including deterioration in contrast or inconsistency in color 
generated at the four corners of the image. 

None of the prior art teaches or discloses that the heat generated in the 
exit side polarizer effects the image quality, especially at the four corners. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
